Supplied FM antenna: 

Connect the FM antenna wire to the 

FM 75 OHMS jack and position the FM FM 
antenna wire in the direction where the antenna | 
strongest signal can be received.

Precautions for battery use:

of time. This will prevent potential damage due to battery leakage.

e Installing the batteries incorrectly may cause the unit to 
malfunction. 


Battery removal: 
Open the battery cover and pull up the battery to take out. 





Notes concerning use: 

e Replace the batteries if the operating distance is reduced or if the 
operation becomes erratic. 

e Periodically clean the transmitter on the remote control and the 
sensor on the unit with a soft cloth. 

e Exposing the sensor on the unit to strong light may interfere with 
operation. Change the lighting or the direction of the unit. 

€ Keep the remote control away from moisture, heat, shock, and 
vibrations.
